New York papers this morning. General 
Merritt was Gepicted as rebellious to the 
plans of the Manila expedition and was re- 
potted to have expressed an unwillingness 
to Command the expedition if only 1,000 reg- 
ular soldiers were to accompany it. 
In the, interviews attributed to General 
Merritt words of ridicule against the admin- 
istration were quoted, which even coming 
from a private in the ranks would be consid- 
ered insubordination and disrespect to su- 
perior officers. 
General Merritt's alleged statements were 
n seriously by some members of the Cab- 


credited the interviews entirely. Some dis- 
cussion of the statements, however, occurred 
during the Cabinet meeting, and President 
McKinley was, it is said, somewhat angered. 
despite the doubt urged against the authen- 
ticity of the interviews. 

The matter was discussed, together with 
the necessity of assigning a larger force of 
regulars for service in the Philippines, and 
while it was decided to augment the fo 
of trained and seasoned soldiers it was also 
settied that General Merritt must, in justice 
to himself and the War department, submit 
some explanation of the statements attrib- 
uted to him.

Statement. President McKinley personally 
imposed upon General Merritt the task of 
taking the Manila expedition to the Philip- 
pines, without consultation or recommenda- 
tion from the War department, as he holds 
the commander of the Department of the 
. Bast in high esteem. President McKinley, 
although he was at first inclined to think 
seriously of the interviews, regards it now 
as unlikely that General Merritt would voice 
his objections to any plans in the newspa- 
pers. The President, of course, expects to 
have a talk with General Merritt when the 
latter comes to Washington about the mat- 
ter so far as it relates to any statements out- 
side of the necessity of a larger force of 
regulars for the Philippines, but officially, | 
in view of General Merritt's telegram to Sec- 
retary Alger, the whole thing is dropped.

CHARLESTON MAY START TODAY 


Indications All Point to the Cruiser

San Francisco, Cal., May 17.—The Charles- 
ton is preparing to sail for Manila within the 
next twenty-four hours.

JOVA'’S ESCAPE 
FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.

—I Rave just seen Mr. Jova, who arrived to- 
day on the Wilmington, direct from General 
Gomez’s camp, bearing dispatches for our 
naval and militdry authorities. Mr. Jova, it 
will be remembered, was the emissary ot 
Gomez, who acconfpanfed us on our return 
.from the camp two weeks ago, bringing an 
answer to Adiiral Sampson's message sent 
in by the Triton expedition. We had no 
sooner reached Key West than Mr. Jova was 
sent. back post haste hy Commodore Wat- 
son in order to discover from Gomez the 
exact details of the requirements of the 
Cuban army and to make definite arrange- 
ments for the joining of forces: These de- 
tails, of course, cannot be published for 
obvious reasons. But the general aspect of 

e Cuban situation as n from the camp 
is ékxdctly as I have already de- 
scribed it, | 

‘The veteran General does not want Ameri- 
can soldiers, although he wants plenty of 
ammunition and artillery, and he is con- 
fident that he can carry out a successful land 
campaign with his own army. 1 

Now, I want to state most emphatically 
to the readers of THE TRIBUNE that there is 
absolutely no ground for the wild assertions 
which are constantly being made in regard 
to the insurgent army by all sorts of people 
who have never seen a Cuban soldier. Cu- 
bans are notoriously inaccurate when it 
comes to figures. But General Gomez differs 
in that respect from the majority of his fol- 
lowers, and he told Mr. Jova distinctly that 
the recent reports which he has been getting 
from all parts of the island show an armed 
force of at least 35,000 men and a total of at 
least 60,000 efficient soldiers who could give 
a good account of themselves if properly 
armed. So that my estimate of 25,000 men, 
who could be put into the fleld immediately, 
is certainly on the safe side. 


Insurgents Well organised. 


Mr. Jova has been for some time American | 


Vice Consul in Sagua, and he himself is con- 
vinced of the accuracy of the General’s 
figures. And yet, in the face of these figures, 
l see it constantly asserted that the insurgent 
army is a wholly disorganized force, split up 
into small skirmishing bodies, who have 
practically discarded their rifles and whose 
numbers would not in all amount to 10,000 
men. | 

On general grounds alone it is almost 
ridiculous to suppose that such an army as 
this could have not only held a huge Spanish 
army at bay for three years, but could 
actually have won possession of half the 
Island of Cuba and partial command of 
the other half. For it must be remembered 
that all the island east of the Jucaro Moron 
trocha is practically Cuba libre at this mo- 
ment, with a President, a government, and a 
postal service. Yet those who disparage the 
insurgents would have us believe that all 
this has been accomplished by a few dis- 
connected guerrilla bands, armed with no 
ing but machetes. ) 


Make Good Fighters. 


In the short time I was on theisland I saw 
about a thousand Cuban soldiers, regularly 
drilled and armed to a man, except in the 
case of the camp followers, with Remingtons 
and Mausers. They have their regular divi- 
sions into regiments and their system of 
officers is modeled upon that of the Spanish 
army. The men we saw were probably the 
best in the province, but the rest might be 
vastly inferior and yet be good soldiers. 
Their clothing in many cases consists of 
little more than a straw hat and a cartridge 
belt, but that does not interfere with their 
efficiency as fighting men. They have now 
plenty of ammunition for their number of 
rifles, and they can shoot a great deal 
straighter than the Spaniards. 

I do not for a moment recommend the in- 


trusting of the Cuban campaign to the in- 


surgent army. On the contrary, the sooner 
a large American force is landed the better 
it will befor the Cuban people. I am dubious 
about the ability of the insurgents to attack 
fortified towns with great success, but if the 
American army lands now and finishes the 
whole affair with little help from the Cubans, 
as they might easily do, it is only fair to 
remember that the burden and heat of the 
day has fallen upon these patriotic soldiers, 
who for three years have carried on a des 
perate struggle with the most extraordindry 
perseverance against all the obstacles in the 
world. 

In the second place, do not let it be aup- 
posed for an instant that General Gomes 
will not cotperate most heartily with the 
American government. Although he does 
not want American troops or an American 
General on the island, and although he has 
been treated with scant courtesy by our 
naval and military departments, he is by 
far too great a patriot to risk losing this 
chance of deliverance simply because he 
does not like the means. He only warts to

Key West, Fla., May 17.—[Special Cable.) 
—Spanish war vessels will hardly be able to 
make a junction with Blanco by appearing 
off Havana without notice to the blockading 
vessels of the American squadrons. It is 
presumed Admiral Sampson has anticipated 
such a move.

| complete, having a total of 1,026 effective 
men. 
Ten men of the Third are in the hospital 
with various slight complaints. It num- 
ders 980 men and fifty officers. The greater 
part of the day has been spent getting the 
camps in order. About half the two regi- 
ments took advantage of the order permit- 
ting bathing in Chickamauga Creek, 300 
above Alexander's bridge and just 
a half mile from the Kelly Field.

People who 
saw the enlisted men chasing shoats over 
Kelly’s fields could also see the rabbits’ 
finish. 

There have been a lot of wild unclaimed 
hogs in the park, and it is no secret General

Everything is in ship now, but 
the lilinois men know there is hardship even 
out of Camp Tanner. Colonel Culver's men 
fared somewhat better, as the last bat- 
talion to reach camp remained in Chat- 
tanooga until supper time.

Volunteer Army Growing at Camp 
Thomas, Chickamauga—General 
Brooke’s Assignments. 


Chickamauga National Park, Ga., May 17. 
—At 6 o’clock this evening eleven regiments 
of infantry, one of cavalry, and five batteries 
of light artillery, 12,000 men all told, had re- 
ported to General Brooke, in command of the 
Chickamauga army. The different regiments 
have been provided with camping grounds, 
tents, and equipments asrapidly as possible, 
and the histroit battlefield begins to present 
proof of what the United States can do in the 
way of assembling a volunteer army when 
the necessities of the government require. 

General Brooke this morning completed the 
assignments for the First Division of the 
Sixth Provisional Army Corps, Major Gen- 
—— James H. Wilson commanding, as fol- 

Ows: 

First Brigade—Brigadier General A. 8. 
Burt; First Ohio, Colonel Hunt; Third Wis- 
consin, Colonel Martin T. Moore; Fifth Illi- 
nois, Cclonel J. S. Culver.

Third Illinois, Colonel Fred Bennit; Fourth

Huling; Second Wisconsin, Colonel C. A. 
Born; One Hundred and Fifty-seventh Indi- 
ana, Colonel George M. Studebaker. 

The Third Pennsylvania, the crack Penn- 
sylvania regiment, eight companies, 639 of- 
ficers and men, arrived here this afternoon. 


Third presented a fine appearance. They 
were hansomely uniformed and equipped 
and attracted attention because of their re- 
semblance to regulars. 

The Sixteenth Pennsylvania, eight com- 
panies and about 800 officers and men, ar- 
rived this morning at 7 o’clock. The regi- 
‘ment is in command of Colonel Huling. 
The command was uniformed and provided 
with arms. | 

The Thirty-first Michigan Infantry, twelve 
companies, 1,022 men and officers, arrived 
this morning. The regiment is in command 
of Colonel Cornelius Gardener. 

The First Battalion, First Ohio Light Ar- 
tillery, arrived at noon on one train, 406 men 
and officers, under command of Major 
Charles T. Atwell. They are thoroughly 
equipped with camping outfit, uniforms, and 
side arms, but will be equipped with fieid 
guns by the Ordnance department here. 

The One Hundred and Sixtieth Indiana, 


twelve companies, 1,026 officers and 
men, arrived this evening. The _ regi- 
ment is commanded by Colonel George 


W. Gundes. The regiment is only partially 
uniformed, but is equipped witharms. They 
remained in their cars for the night. 

General Brooke began this afternoon the 
organization of the Second Division of the 
Sixth Provisional Army Corps, the brigadiers 
yet to be named. The Thirty-first Michigan 
and Third Pennsylvania have been assigned 
to the First Brigade and regiments as they 
arrive will be assigned to fill up the various 
brigades. 

Brigadier General W. S. Lawton today re- 
ceived orders to report to Tampa and Colonel 
W. J. Huling of the Sixteenth Pennsylvania, 
being the senior officer in Camp Thomas, 
was assigned to the Third Brigade of the 
First Drvision. General Beck, who has been 
transferred to the Department of the Gulf, 
will make his headquarters at Chickamauga. 
General James F. Wade, who has been as- 
signed to the Third Army Corps, will report 
to General Brooke tomorrow. 

It is expected that General Wilson’s corps 
will have been completed by Wednesday 
evening or Thursday morning, by which time 
General Wade will be here to assist in the 
reorganization of the divisions in his corps. 
There is a scarcity of Brigadier Generals for 
the provisional army, and General Brooke 
will appoint Brigadiers for his provisional 
army from the ranking officers of the va- 
rious regiments as they report for duty. 

All the troops so far arrived have been lo- 
ecated along the slope of the first ridge west 
of the Lafayette road. The grounds are ex-

Second of Chicago Will Start 
for Tampa Today. 


FOURTH HELD IN READINESS. 


FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT,

Camp Tanner, State Fair Grounds, Spring- 
field, May 17.—[{Special.J—Two. regi- 
ments, the First and Sixth, left Camp Tan- 
ner for the field today and tomorrow at least 
one regiment, the Second of Chicago, and 
possibly two others, the Seventh and Fourth, 
are expected to move. This will leave but 
one Regiment, the First Illinois Cavalry, 
Colonel Young of Chicago commanding, in 
camp. The First moved out during the 
morning, the last section leaving at 12:15 
p. m., and by 9 o'clock this evening the last 
of the Sixth had gone. The First is now well 
on its way to Chickamauga and the Sixth 
to Washington. 

At 4 o’clock Colonel Moulton, commanding 
the Second, received orders from the War 
department to start at once for Tampa, and 
an hour later official information was re- 
ceived from Quartermaster Jones at Chicago 
that trains would be in readiness by tomor- 
row afternoon, Captain Yeagre of the Dan- 
ville Battery also received orders to move 
and will start his cannonaders for 
mauga tomorrow. 

Colonel Kavanagh received an intimation 
during the day that the Seventh, which will 
be mustered in tomorrow, will be sent to 
Washington or to Tampa at once, and 
Colonel Andel of the Fourth was told to 
have his command in readiness for muster 
tomorrow noon and that the regiment must 
be prepared to move within thirty-six hours. 

Colonel Turner saw the last of his men 
safely aboard by noon and led the cheering 
as the last section pulled away from Camp 
Tanner. The men were up at daybreak, and 
by noon the big machinery building, which 
‘had been the home of the First for three 
weeks, was deserted. 

The departure of the Sixth was marked by 
the splendid discipline of the men. It re- 
quired just two hours for Colonel Foster to 
get his troops aboard the trains, and the last 
section left one hour ahead of time. Colonel 
Moulton and his men of the Second have 
feared that the destination of the regiment 
would be Washington. When word was 

around that the regiment was to go 
to Tampa the big Dome Building resounded 
with cheers. It was the happiest regiment 
in camp and the envy of all. 

The Fourth will be ready for mustering in 
by 2 o’clock. Every man in camp expects to 
be on his way to the front by tomorrow night 
with the exception of the troopers. Colonel 
Young and his officers are working hard to 


ter. It is thought that horses and weapons 
will be received by the end of next week. 


COLORED TROOPS WILL GO NEXT 


Ninth Battalion, Increased to a Regi- 
ment, to Be the Only Chicago 
Soldiers Used on Second Call. 


Chicago will be assigned but one regiment 
in the second call for volunteers, which, 
Washington advices say, President McKin- 
ley will issue soon. This was the announce- 
mem which Governor Tanner made yester- 
day at the Great Northern Hotel, and he 
added that the regiment would be the Ninth 
Battalion, recrufted to full strength. 

The Governor arrived in the morning with 
Mrs. Tanmer and returned to Springfield in 
the evening. 

“I shall be governed,“ he sald, “‘ in mak- 
ing my selections under President McKin- 
ley’s second call by the geographical claims 
of the State. I feel that it will be my duty to 
consider more particularly the claims of 
the country districts. I shall accordingly 

call but one regiment from Chicago, the 
Ninth Battalion, recruited to full regimental 
strength. I think the colored people deserve 
recognition, and it is a part, too, of the Na- 
tional Guard of the State. There will be no 
white officers attached to it. Thatis no more 
than justice to its colored officers, who have 
shown themselves to be efficient. 

The other regiments will be called in the 
order they have perfected their organiza- 
tions and filed their applications at Spring- 
Held, as follows:

There are other regiments being formed, 
and I think Illinois could easily raise 200,000 
men if necessary.“ 

Members of the Chicago ship’s crew hope 
that owing to the action of the Ohio reserves 
in objecting to enlisting unless they go in a 
body and under their own officers will result 
in the enrolling of more Illinois tars.

TROOPS GOING TO CUBA. — 
The best news of the hour comes from 
Washington to the effect that the United 
States army of invasion is to be sent to 
Cuba within ten days, regardless of what 


the fleets may or may not do in the interim. 
Secretary Alger is given the credit for this 


wise move. Whoever is the motive power 
behind it, this radical change in the recent 
plans of the Washington authorities will 
be hailed with the approval of the waiting 
nation. The only regret is that there was 
any delay or hesitation at all. General 
soil now. 

It is said that the cause of this return 
to an aggressive policy for the army is due 
to the conviction: tHat the Spanish fleet is 
in the Caribbean and that one or both of 
our fleets will be able to meet and dispose 
of it before it can get into Havana harbor. 
The forces of General Miles are therefore 
to pursue their campaign on their own in- 
itiative, independently of the fleets, just as 
was originally planned, The only con- 
tingency that can now keep this plan from 
being put into effect is a naval defeat—a 
possibility not worth considering. 

Illinois’ First Regiment will therefore 
probably not stay long ‘at Chickamauga 
after arriving there today, but will no doubt 
be hurried on to Tampa or some other 
Southiern port to embark with the other 
impatient regiments already on the sea- 
board. The change of program will be as 
agreeable a surprise to the soldier boys— 
officers and privates—as the previous post- 
ponement was the other thing. The cry 
from this time forth will be, On to Cuba!” 

In the meantime the situation at sea is 
still in a waiting stage. Whatever else the 
Spanish armada may or may not be good 
for, it is at least quite successful in keep- 
ing the world guessing as to its where- 
abouts. Thanks to the strict censorship 
and secrecy of the naval authorities at 
Washington, the movements of our own 
‘fleets are also shrouded in a good deal of 
mystery. All that is definitely known is 
that we are probably on the eve of a tre- 
mendous naval battle, and this fact is not 
one tending to make the suspense any 
easier to bear. A quarter of a century of 
cables and telegraph has spoiled the pa- 
ing news. 

Nothing definite has been heard regarding

left Curagoa on Sunday evening. It may 
still be loitering about the Venezuelan coast,

BRITISH PREPARING FOR WAR. 
The dispute between Great Britain and 
France in West Africa has reached a point 
where nothing but a precipitate backdown 
of one sidé or the other can obviate war 
between those two countries. There is 
nothing to indicate that either party has the 
least notion of receding. On the contrary, 
it looks as if France were deliberately pur- 
suing the offensive, while Great Britain 
is making deliberate preparations to fight. 
Mr. Chamberlain’s already famous utter- 
ance in favor of an Anglo-American alli- 
ance is believed to have been made in view 
of the impending crisis. A still more re- 
cent and unmistakable sign is the action of 
Great Britain in ordering the immediate 
fortifying of St. John’s Newfoundland, It 
is officially stated that this is done in view 
of the fact that the African complications 
with France are likely to result in war. 

Africa is even more of a storm center 
than the Orient. The partition of Africa, 
compared with the famous Hastern ques- 
tion, is as dynamite to gunpowder. It now 
looks as if a portion of this dynamite were 
being purposely touched off by the French 


continuous French empire from the Atlantic 
Oceah to the Arabian Sea. In pursuance 
of this policy they have broken into the do- 
mains of the British Royal Niger com- 
pany and seized the towns of Boussa and 
Nikki. Great Britain has not been in the 
habit of meekly allowing that sort of thing 
in Africa or elsewhere. France will either 
have to evacuate Boussa and Nikki and 


land will have to swallow its valiant words 
in order to avoid a war with a first class 
power. There is nothing at present to indi- 
cate that either of these things is probable. 

The right in the Niger dispute seems to 
be with the British. By the Anglo-French 
convention of 1890 the British sphere of in- 
fluence east of the Niger was marked by a 
line drawn from Say on the Niger to Barrua 
on Lake Chad, and so deflected southward 
as to include all that properly belongs to 
the kingdom of Sokoto.“ When a party of 
French soldiers marched upon the capital 
of Sokoto in February they must have 
known they were violating this treaty. 

On the hither side of the Niger there lies 
a large tract still left white upon the map, 
and marked as disputed territory. This is 
the center of the trouble, and here again 
the French seem to have violated treaty 
rights and acted generally in bad faith. 
The portion of this tract bordering on the 
Niger is the Province of Borgu, with two 
rival native capitals, Boussa and Nikki. In 
1890 the Royal Niger company secured this 
province by a treaty with the King of 
Boussa, and the French government made 
no protest. But three years later, when 
the French conquered Dahomey, between 
Borgu and the coast, they began to dispute 
this treaty. They contended that the real 
sovereign of Borgu was the King of Nikki. 
A race at once ensued to secure the favors 
of this rival King. Great Britain was again 
the winner. Major Lugard came in six- 
teen days ahead of the French Ambassador 
and easily persuaded the King of Nikki to 
acknowledge British suzerainty and accept 
a subsidy from the Niger company. Eng- 
land’s real right to Borgu was thus placed 
beyond a doubt. 

Then the French changed their tactics 
and announced that a treaty with a savage.) 
King did not amount to much anyway, and 
that the real test was occupation. The Ni- 
ger company’s soldiers were temporarily 


Benin and other neighboring provinces, and 
the French seized this opportunity to dis- 
patch expeditions from St. Louis and Da- 
homey and to seize the principal towns of 


rival capitals of Borgu, both come to be in 
Freneh hands at the present moment, and 
how the neighboring territories come to be 
dotted with detachments of British and 
French troops, all in a belligerent state of 
mind. Major Lugard has nearly 10,000 
British and native troops under arms, and 
the French have sent strong reinforcements 
to Dahomey. It needs but a spark to pre- 
cipitate conflict. 

Back of this situation there lie a series of 
aggravating circumstances, all calculated 
to put the British into an ugly frame of 
mind. France has had the better of Eng- 
land in recent negotiations. British mer- 
chants have been shut out of trade by the 
French in Madagascar and Siam. The 
British colonies on the west coast of Africa 
have all been strangled by the capture of 
their hinterlands. Now France is seizing 
both banks of the Niger instead of staying 
on one side, as it had agreed, and the British 

“open door” policy is imperiled for all in- 
terior Africa. This makes the question a 
large and vital one, and the British, under 
the dashing leadership of Joseph Chamber- 
lain, have about come to the conclusion that | 
the line must be drawn here and now. They 
demand the immediate evacuation of Bous- 
sn and Nikki and the free navigation of the 
Niger. France will either have to yield 
these points unconditionally or fight. 

The situation is grave in the extreme, and 
the question is one in which the United 
States has not the slightest desire to be in- 
volved. Itnow seems that the Niger situa- 
tion is what Mr. Chamberlain had chiefly 
in mind when he uttered his sensational 
speech advocating an Anglo-American alli- 
ance. In so far as that is true the United 
States will respond but coldly. We wel- 
come British friendship and sympathy on 
moral questions like that involved in our 
own war with Spain, and can repay these 
sentiments in kind, but the American peo- 
ple have no mind to be drawn into any of the 
territorial disputes of Great Britain or any 
other European power. The only kind of 
alliance we desire is one of sentiment and 
sympathy rather than one of aggressive co- 
partnership. Great Britain will have to 
fight its own territorial battles, and there is 
no doubt that in this case, as in all others, 
it will do 2 with signal success.

THE WAR REVENUE TAXES. 

Senator Allison estimates that the taxes 
levied by the war revenue bill as it passed 
the House will produce 100 millions a year. 
Those amendments to the bill in which 
both Republican and Democratic members 
of the Finance committee concur will, in 
his opinion, raise the amount to 150 mil- 
lions or more. The Senator recognizes the 
difficulty of making accurate estimates 
where the data are so incomplete. In some 
instances the only information available 
is that furnished by the census of 1800, 
since which time there has been a great 
increase in business, but the exact extent 
of the increase is not ascertainable. 

The Senator estimates that the amend- 
ments in which he does not concur, being 
those recommended by the Democratic 
majority of the committee, will yield about 
75 million dollars. Of this amount the 
tax on corporations will produce 45 mil- 
lions, that on bank deposits 15 millions, 
that on transportation companies between 
5 and 6 millions, and that on insurance 
companies between 2 and 8 millions. To 
the first of these the Senator is strongly 
opposed on the ground that it will be 
especially severe on stockholders in small 
corporations and will be liable to cause 
double taxation. 

Protests against this Democratic scheme 
of taxation are being heard from all quar- 
ters. The incorporated mercantile houses 
in this city and other cities are among 
the first to record their objections. They 
contend, with truth, that they will be driven 
out of business, as unincorporated com- 
petitors that will not be taxed will be 
given a great advantage. Mercantile 
houses would not be the only concerns that 
would be discriminated against unjustly 
and forced to go out of business or change 
their mode of doing business if.the Demo- 
crats were able to carry their point. Multi- 
tudes of the smaller incorporated manu- 
facturing establishments, which are mak- 
ing very small profits or are just manag- 
ing to keep going in the hope of future 
prosperity, would have to shut up shop 
and the workmer be out of employment. 
The employers are both Democrats and 
Republicans. The employés are mostly 
Democrats. So the imposition of the cor- 
poration tax would not make the Demo- 
erats who voted for it popular with their 
own party. 

Senator Allison states that the most 
trustworthy information he can obtain is 
to the effect that it will take 379 million 
dollars to pay the expenses of the war 
from the present time until July 1, 1899. 
not taking into account any emergency 
expenses that may arise at any moment. 
It will not be safe to assume that there 
will be no emergency expenses. They may 
come in the most unexpected fashion. But 
to meet the minimum expenditure of 370 
millions, the war revenue bill, even with 
the amendments recommended by the 
Democrats of the Finance committee, will 
supply only 225 millions, leaving a short- 
age of 154 millions, 

The Senatorial Bryanites propose to make 
that good by the issue of 150 millions of 
greenbacks and the coinage of the silver 
seigniorage to the amount of 42 millions, 
thus adding nearly 200 millions to the sum 
total of currency which has to be kept 
at gold par. The object of the supporters 
of this proposition, as Tue TriBUNe 
has often stated, is to debase the currency 
and make the dollar worth only about 4) 
cents, although by doing so they weaken 
the country and thus aid Spain. By de- 
stroying American credit and billions of 
American capital they would protract the 
war and add to its cost—a cost which they 
would insist on meeting by issues of irre- 
deemable scrip. 

Senator Allison’s figures show that many 
millions will be needed over and above 
what the war taxes will produce. se 
additional millions must be obtained 
the sale of bonds and not by the issue of 
greenbacks. The House must insist on 
that. If the Senate should strike out the 
bond provision it should refuse to con- 
cur in any such amendment no matter how 
long the passage of the bill may be delayed 
thereby.

A FUTILE 


lynching law of South Caro- 
ANTI-LYNCH- lina came up the other day 
Ine Law. in the case of Isaac Brown, 


administrator of the estate 
of Lawrence’ Brown, against Orangeburg 
County. Lawrence Brown was lynched in 
that county in 1897, and the administrator 
sought damages for the benefit of the heirs- 
at-law, as is provided by the statutes in such 
cases. It was testified by a magistrate 
that he had issued the warrant for the ar- 
rest of the deceased, and that he subse- 
quently issued a discharge upon the request 
of the prosecutor, Thereupon Brown was 
lynched as soon as he was released. The 
court decided that the statute was not in- 
tended to stop lynching in general, but only 
referred to the lynching of prisoners or per- 
sons in the hands of officers of the law. 
Under this decision the jury of course found 
for the defendant, There is nothing strange 
in the outcome of the suit. The ingenuity 
of man could not devise a statute which 
would be operative in South Carolina against 
white men for the lynching of a colored man. 
Were the case reversed there would not be 
the slightest difficulty in the way. The 
South Carolina statute is not worth the 
paper it is printed on. No heirs-at-law, if 
they are colored persons, will ever be able to 
collect one penny of damages under it, nor 
will it tend in the slightest degree to abate 
the right of the white mobs to murder black 
men at their pleasure. 


A PACKED JURY FOR YERKES. 

The Mayor has been notified by a mem- 
ber of the Stock Exchange, named Lamb, 
that he and some other individuals, whose 
names are unknown, have selected a com- 
mittee of representative business-men 
representing Mr. Yerkes only—to look 
into this question of compensation for street

. necessary, Then it is to report to 
the Council what it “deems a fair and 
equitable basis of compensation.“ 

The father of this committee is a stock 
broker who handles the securities of the 
Yerkes companies extensively. He went 
to Springfield when the General Assembly 
was considering street railroad legislation 
in behalf of Yerkes, and talked and lobbied 
for him to the extent of his ability. This 
is the individual who has made up a 
committee to conduct an investigation not 
in the interests of the people, but of Yerkes. 
He has packed the jury and proposes most 
impudently that that jury shall try the case 
of the city versus the traction companies, 
and that its verdict shall be accepted with- 
out question. Many impudent things have

Ot course that committee, appointed at 
Mr. Yerkes’ instigation. and fed with 

“necessary information” by him, will 
recommend that the Council ask no more of 
him than the trifling sum he is willing 
to pay. Tun Trrsune company, like other 
lessees of school land, pays over 50 per 
cent of the gross rentals for ground rent. 
There is no reason why those lessees should 
pay so much and the traction companies 
who have equally valuable holdings—they 
enjoy the use of 600 miles of city streets 
—should be required to give the city, which 
is the owner of these streets, only 3 or 
4 per cent of the sums received for the 
use of those streets. But the Yerkes 
committee will recommend that such a dis- 
crimination be made. 

There is no reason why any more atten- 
tion should be paid to its recommenda- 
tions than to similar propositions when 
made directly by Mr. Yerkes himself. The 
appointment of the committee was insti- 
gated by him. Its membership is satis- 
factory to him. It would be interesting 
to know how many of the gentlemen who 
compose it are stockholders in his companies 
or in other traction companies; how many 
of them have close business relations with 
those companies, and how many of them 
instinctively favor the corporations when 
the interests of the latter and of the people 
clash. 

The members of this Yerkes committee 
do not seem to possess any special qualifica- 
tions which should make a report by them 
on the question of payment for street rail- 
road franchises any more valuable than 
a report made by an equal number of 
their fellow citizens chosen at random. 
That the traction companies can pay and 
should pay 20 per cent of their gross 
earnings instead of 3 or 4 per cent is a 
self-evident fact. No committee of in- 
vestigation is necessary to throw light on 
that point. | 

But there are other reasons why a com- 
mittee is unnecessary, especially at this 
time. The franchises, the extension of 
which the traction companies are about to 
ask for, do not expire for about five years. 
They should not be renewed now. Thecity 
should wait until the existing franchises 
have nearly run out. Then it should take 
such action concerning them as the con- 
ditions which obtain then may render ad- 
visable, By offering those franchises for 
sale to the highest bidder five years hence 
the city will be able to secure more money 
than it could get by means of those bonds 
which the Controller thinks it ought to be 
authorized to sell. It would have a rev- 
enue which would enable it to make 

permanent improvements as well as to 
clean and light the streets and police the 
city. 

Mayor Harrison declares that he will 
have nothing to do with this Yerkes com- 
mittee, whose report, if sent to the Coun- 
cil, “will be regarded as coming from 
private individuals.” That is too too general 
a statement, The report would be regarded 
as coming from one private individual— 
Mr. Yerkes. The members of the commit- 
tee would be looked on as his amanuenses. 
The views and recommendations of a com- 
mittee organized for no other purpose than 

to aid the traction companies will ane no 
adi with the people.
